We pride our- 
selves on our evenness of temper, but 
n foolish lead by our purtner will 
make us snap at him or her. We 
boast of our patience, but let 
player hesitate for a few seconds over 
a cal! or a tead and we frown and 
fidget like spoilt children. 

1 have watched a few games when 
I have nat been playing myself, and 
I have come to the conclusion that 
fa film producer could secretly take 
an exact record of some of the things 
that actually happen at presumably 
well conducted bridge parties” he 
would make a fortune by showing it 
us a comedy! : 

For Instance, four people arranged 
to begin playing bridge ut nine o’cloci 
one evening. At, 10 p.m, they were 
stil arguing about the conventions 
they should use and exactly what 
was meant if someone called “Three 
hearts" without a single card of that 
suit in his hand. By 10.30 they had 
completed one rubber, and then the 
argument broke out afresh. One of 
the. losers maintalned that If his 
partner» had’ had the elementary 
sense to show his hearts when cull- 
ing the last hand, they would have 
saved the game, and would have 
probably won the rubber in the end. 

At 11.15 the party broke up, with- 
out another hand having been played, 
and the four friends are now cnc- 
mics!

An even more irritating player— 
generally & woman—is the exponent

of running commentary bridge, Dur- 
ini, the whole progress of the game 
she Iceeps up a constant strenm’ of 
remarks, conmiments, cjaculations, 
protests, arguments, and expostul- 
ations. If she has nothing to grumble 
about, she descends into the horrors 
of unbridled facetfousness. -She dif- 
fers from the conference expert In 
never waiting for a reply, but just 
bubbles on in an infurlating spate of 
meaningless words. ‘ 


Then there are the players of slow- 
motion and lightning bridge. The 
former plays each card with painful 
deliberation, stacks the tricks with 
infinite care into a neat design, and 
has even been known to. stop and 
consult the book of rules Jn the mid- 
dle of an exciting game. The light- 
ning player, of course, is the exact 
opposite. She drops cards all over 
the place, leads the wrong card al- 
most before the previous trick has 
been gathered in, and can only dis- 
cover how many tricks she has made 
by counting those of her opponent! 


A Paying Game 


Of course, everyone has met the 
players of bandit bridge. They are 
out, frankly to make an income from 
cards. Before pliy commences they 
are slmply charming, and the de- 
precating waves of the hand assure 
you- that they are not really much 
good but do se enjoy un ogcasional 
rubber. With the same unerring 
instinct that lends a vulture to ils 
prey, they contrive to ret drawn into 
games with players who are slightly 
less skilful than themsely and in 
the most disarming way manage to 
win. Consequently, they regard an 
evening il] spent that does not Bring 
them in at least a couple of pounds. 
The comic side of thelr performance 
may not be very apparent to their 
opponents, but it Js, nevertheless, 
umusing to watch, 


Finally, there is the win-at-all- 
costs player. She—this player is al- 
ways & woman—will make mistakes 
that are always in her own favour; 
she will unblushingly revoke. when 
in a tight corner, and, if challenged, 
snake everyone else feel they are In 
the wrong. ” 


Fortunately the wineat-all-costs 
player.is'a rare type, but bridge docs 
exaggerate weaknesses. I have 
known men who could not behave 
like gentlemen at the card table al- 
though on any other occasion they 
were perfect. But then I have 
known men who could not keep their 
sense of proportion about pictures, 
music, or food!

‘JAPAN'S MOVE NEXT 


CHIANG OUTLINES POLICY TO 
PHILIPPINES MAGNATE 


Manila, Aug. 10. 
Interviewed at Nanking to-day by 
Senor Carlos P, Romulo, publisher of 
the Philippines Herald, Marshal 
Chiang: Kal-shek declared that it 


was Japan's move ond not China's. 


“At this moment," said the Mar- 
shal, “Japan muy have to decide 
whether the Lukouchino incident will 
result in a major Sino-Japanese war. 
Whether or not there fs the slightest 
veatlge of hope for peace between 
China and Japun depends on the 
action taken by the Japancse army.” 


The Gencralissimo sald that he did 
not think that the Lulouchino incl- 
dent was  unpremeditatcd, sinec 
Japon had a very definite purpose 
und China wanted peace, but not 
pence at any cost. 


“She docs not want peace at any 
cost,” he sald, “but she moy be forced 
to defend herself. As a people we 
understand and realise qur own ni- 
tional position. We know our weak- 
ness and have been striving for re- 
cent years to strengthen oursclvcs. 
We want to live in peace as long as 
we have not reached the limit of our 
endurance. We will not talk Nghtly 
of sacrifices but weuk ns we are we 
tre reaching the end of human cn- 
durance and are ready to throw the 
Inst ounce of energy into the strug- 
mie for our national existence.”—

DELEGATE RETURNS

Deceased was then nileged to have 
remarked that defendant should give 
Fung his money back, and defendant, 
in answer, told deceased to mind his 
own business, A quarrel ensued be 
tween them, in the course of which 
decensed was alleged to have struck | 
defendant twice with his fist.

The “Stricklond" referred to in 
the coble is Maurice Strickland, 
New Zealand heavyweight, who will 
fight In one of the preliminaries. 

While the negotiations were belng 
closed, Promoter Jacobs had a con- 
ference with Former . Champlon 
James J. Braddock and his manager, 
Joo Gould. The presence of Brad- 
dock and Gould jn Jacobs’ office ‘at 
this time Ied many observers to be- 
eve that the Louls-Farr agreement 
to mect Braddock—instead of Louis

Sub-Inspector 
about 4.30 p.m, 0 
walked into the 
Changers shop: at 
Rond.

The grill, and demanded all the 
money in the shop. The shop- 
master, who was standing by, came 
up, and the man turned the revolver 
on him, Later he again switched it 
back to the other man, and the 
master ran out of the shop into the 
next, where he raised the alarm and 
asked his neighbour to give him 
assistance to deal with an armed 
robber. 

Defendant ran out of No. 170 in 
the direction of Wanchat Road. At 
the mouth of the latter road he saw 
a Chinese constuble and at once 
turned and went back the way he 
hud come. He turned into Tai Wo 
Street, followed by the  moncy- 
changer, his neighbour and the con- 
stable. There he turned round and 
threatened the constable with the 
revolver. The officer fired two 
rounds, missing with both. 

The chase continued to where Tal 
Wo Strect joined Wanchal Road. 
There after traversing a smull back 
street the defendant ran back into 
Wanchai Road, and across Johnston 
Road into Fleming Road. At the 
junction of Fleming Rond nd 
Hennessy ‘Road he was captured by 
an Indlun police Sergeant who was 
off duty at the time. - 

Weapon Effective 

The first .witness called was 
Acting Police Sergeant F. Penfold, 
who sald that about 11.40 a.m. on 
July 24, Sub-Inspector Darkin hand- 
ed to him one .38 fve-chambered 
revolver, maker’s name unknown, of 
crude manufacture. Also three 
rounds of .38 Smith and Wesson 
revolver ammunition, two rounds of 
which were marked REM UMC .38 
S. & W. and one round of which had 
the Inscription .38 S, & W. SPL. He 
tested the revolver on July 28 in the 
Browning room at. Police Head- 
quarters and found {t was capable of 
discharging a bullct. He made this 
test by firing the weapon into’a sack 
of cotton waste. He produced the 
bullet, which had a deep groove 
caused by irregularity In the barre}. 

Chang Yim-ming, manager of the 
shop, in the course of evidence bepr- 
ing out the prosecution’s opening, 
suid that when he rushed out of the 
shop the defendant turned the re- 
volver on him and he heard two 
clicks. Witness then described the 
chase. He said'that when they met 
the Chinese constable he shouted out 
to the latter to open fire on the de~ 
fendant as he was an armed robber. 
He identified the revolver in‘ court; 
as the weapon with which, he had 
been threatened. 

Lee Yu-kwan, the man behind the 
counter in the shop, sald he was a 
distant relative of the manager, last 
witness, and acted in the capacity of 
asaistant cashier. When the defen- 
dant came into the shop and threa- 
tened him he (defendant) said: 
‘Glve me all your moncy quickly; I 
have a gun.” He also identified the 
revolver, . 

Liu Fung, mother of the second 
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witness, gave corroborative evid- 
ence. : oe 

Ling Sang, ex-police constable and 
now o tailor at No. 168 Johnston 
Road, said about 4.30 p.m. on the 
day in question Chang rushed into 
his shop and told him o robber with 
a gun was in his shop. He thought 
he was joking, but went out to have 
a look. He saw defendant pointing 
the revolver at third witness. 

The man turned it on witness 
when ho saw him, and ho retreated 
into his own shop. 

Chang then biew his Whistle from 
behind witness, and defendant, 
realising the gume was Up, bolted out 
of the shop and the chase started. 

Yu Tai-ha, private car driver, of 
1 Tal Wo Street, ground floor, sald 
he was in his master’s car outside the 
door of the address when he heard a 
whistle blown and saw a chose, Ho 
joined In and was present when the 
defendant was arrested by the 
Indign Sergeant. 

Police Chaso 

Chan Shi,-P. C. C209, attached to 
No; 2 Police Station, said he was on 
duty on July 23 when he heard a 
whistle blown in Wanchai Road near 
Johnston Rond and shouts of “armed 
robbery.” He saw defendant: run- 
nlug along the pavement from west 
to enst towards him. When he saw 
witness he ran off the pavement onto 
the rond ond ran back westwards. 
Witness then gave his version of the 
chase, which tallied with the evid- 
ence of the previous witnesses. 

Basawa Singh, P. C. B465, station- 
ed at No, 2 Pollce Station, sald that 
about 4.45 pm. on July 23 he was 
off duty and was returning to the 
station from shopping. In Wanchat 
Rond near Cross Strect he .heard 
whistles and turned back. The car 
driver shouted out to him that de- 
fendant was a robber and hod a gun. 
He Joincd in the chase, and at the 
junction of Hennessy Road and 
Fleming Road caught up with the 
man and secured him. Defendant 
tried to draw his revolver, but wit- 
ness held it in his hand, 

Sub-Inspector DarkIn. went into 
the box and said that about 5 p.m. 
on July 23 he was Jn the charge room 
of No. 2 Pollce Statlon when the last 
witness came in with the defendant 
in custody. The Sergeant had a 
revolver which he handed to wit- 
ness, saying ‘he had tuken it from 
the defendant. 

Witness examined the weapon and 
found it had an empty chamber 
under the hummer, and three live 
rounds to the left of the barrel. The 
cylinder revolved clockwise. On 
July 24 he handed the revolver to 
Acting. Sergeant Penfold for ex- 
amination and testing. 

Defendant's statements, made at 
the station in answer to the charges, 
were read out by Fu Yuk-ching, 
interpreter stationed at No. 2, - 

To the first charge he sald: “rT 
have nothing to say. I did intend to 
rob because I had no money to 
spend.” To the .second: “I only 
raised the gun. It was not my in- 
tention to kill him at all.

Mr. Justice C. G. Alabaster yester- 
day gave his reserved judgment in 
the £10,000 opium confiscation claim, 
holding that the Bank of Taiwan 
and H. S, M. R, Kazerooni & Sons ot 
Persin, could not recover the valuc 
of the opium from thelr - shippers, 
Rickmers Rhedcrai A.G.,

dants in this action, which had its 
beginnings in November, 1930, when 
the Chineso Government seized 100 
cases of opium on board the as.

His Lordship held that there was 
a “Restralnt of Rulers” on the facts 
of the case, and discarded the allega- 
tions that defendants had shown 
contributory negligence in non-com— 
pliance with certain rules of the port:

T have never overcome that weak~ 
ness in the batk, arid 1 have never 
sbeon nble to ft any considerable 
welght very far from the fround. 
But when all is said snd done, who 
(except perhaps oa professionnl 
welghtelifter or ja hard manual 
worker) does want to Tift heavy 
welhts a great distance from the 
fround’? Certainly not the ordinary 
man with oa purpose In life. 

I have had some big illnesses In 
my life. The first came to me in 
1877, and it was the direct result of 
business losses and the. constant 
mental anxiety, Life ambition was 
quenched, and T all hut dicd. 
should perhaps have died had it not 
been for another paramount Jnterest 
coming to me. To use that, old- 
fashioned but wonderfully true and 
accurate word, I was converted, 
Life looked up ngain and took new 
interests, * 

In 1883, T was‘ knocked down in 
the putter, kicked obout, and con- 
sequently Inld up ‘for six months, 
But the Church Army had been born 
in 1862, and I had to live for it. 
Besides, the fight in it and for it 
interested me nnd made me fit again. 
I carry the marks of that conflict 
to this day.

Towos very it again in 1907, and 
that was prinelpally due to the fact 
that the mind relaxed Its prip on its 
interest, In Wnesses of that character 
the only one thing to regain 
physic ftness—to make the mind 
pick up its interests gain, I 
travelled for many, many months and 
rota grip of life once more, 

I looked death in the face In 1028, 
‘The doctors could do next to nothing 
—perhaps that was in some ways a 
ood thing. No one expected me to 
recover, and I wag left alone with 
the prayers of my friends. Physically, 
I was practleally starved, The ile 
ness, whatever it was, representing 
evil perhaps, was starved first. I 
came back again to lead the Church 
Army In its good work.

T was golng to meet a Royal 
Princess that, afternoon and chafed 
under the confinement In the hospital 
ward, She came to sce me—n 
gracious gesture which I appreciated.

Study Of 


Hereditary 


Diseases - 


The sections of the British Medical 
Association bexan thelr meetings 
yesterday in Belfast, 


A Joint mecling was held by the 
sections of Medicine and Pathology, 
Bacteriology and Immunology, the 
subject of discussion being “The 
Hnemorthagle States.” - 


Dr. L. J., Witts opened the discus- 
sion. He was, he sald, increasingly 
Impressed by the frequency. and 
diversity of hereditary haemorrhagic 
diseases nnd by their resistance to 
trentment. The study of hereditary 
diseases In man had been villnted. by 
premature dogmatism and by the 
expectation of a constancy in the mode 
of inheritance which the student of 
genetics in plants and animals would 
from the first have thought  im- 
probable, Hereditary haemorrhagle 
states in man were not subject to im- 
mutable Jaws In pattern and pedigree, 
and it was wiser to think in terms of 
vaffected family groups than of specl- 
fic diseases and laws of heredity, The 
hereditary haemorrhagic  discases 
provided some of the most pathetic 
cuses. . . 


The jocal application of coagulant 
snake venoms was the only new treat- 
ment whose value had_ been confirm- 
ed, The venom of Russell's viper 
(i In 10,000 solution) or of the 
Australian ‘tiger snake (1 in 5,000 
solution) had been_ chiefly used 
(Macfarlane and farnctt, 1934; 
Rosenfeld and Lenke, 1935). Loose 
clot was washed away from the bleed- 
Ing point, and tampons or other ap- 
propriate dressings soaked in the 
venom solution were then applied. 
With the use of snake . venom in 
haemophilia It was now possible to 
repair wounds or to carry out sthall 
operations such as dental ¢xtraction 
which would previously have been 
fotal. 


OBSTETRICS AND © 
GYNAECOLOGY 


In the Section of Obstetrics and 
Gynaccology 0 paper was read by Dr, 
G. F. Gibberd) on “Prontosil and 
Similar Compounds in the Treatment 
of Puerperal Hacmolytic Strepto- 
coccus Infections.” ‘ 


He sald that the new ‘aniline deri- 
vatives had been employed at Queen 
Charlotte's Hospital since 1936; in the 
doses in which they had been given 
their use appeared to be free from 
serious danger ond had been follow- 
ed by a very great reduction in the 
mortality rate-for haemolytic strep- 
tococcal. Infectlon. Analysis of the 
causes of this improvement in mor- 
tality rate’ showed that [t was as- 
sociated’ mainly with a deercase in 
the widespread invusion of tissues by 
the haemolytic streptococcus rather 
than with a greater tendency to re- 
solution of: the -discase ones. wide- 
spread Invasion of tissues had occur- 
red, This feature made it necessary 
to consider whether the improvement 
since January, 1936, was due to the 
efiency of the treatment or whether 
it was due to a change in the viru- 
lence of the prevalent organism. It 
wag possible that both factors might 
be concerned. 


In non-fatal cases in which tissues 
beyond the limits of the birth canal 
had been invaded by the hacmolytie 
streptococcus there was some clinical 
evidence that the new drugs did 
actually hasten the resolution of the 
inflammatory process, and this was a 
good reason for believing that the 
treatment, rather than a change In the 
virulence of the organism, was rcs~ 
ponsible for the improvement in this 
direction. While he was unwilling to 
guess how far the new drugs had 
been responsible for the undoubted 
{mprovement which had followed 
their clinical use, there was cvery 
. reason to continue to employ. them 
until their value or otherwise was 
firmly established. . 


RESPONSE TO DRUGS 


+ The Scetion of Pharmacology and 
Therapeutics deslt with “Individual 
Variation in Response to Drugs,” the 
discusston being opened by Dr, A. J. 
Clark. ” : 


Individual variation, he sald, was 
an unattractive subject because its 
existence constituted a limitation to 
therapeutic measures of an annoying 
and irrational character. a 
therapeutic method had produced 
satisfactory results in a dozen cases 
ft seemed irrational that the same 
techpigque should have at: undesirable 
effect-In the next case on which It 
was tried. It seemed probable that 
the extent of individual variation was 
consistently under-cstimated, because 
if an individual representing an 
extreme varintlon happened to be 
encountered In a small group the 
result wos apt to be discounted as an 
necident. The evidence available 
suggested, however, that whenever it 
was possible to mensure quantitative- 
ly tho effects produced by a drug in 
a large population an orderly dis- 
tribution of varintion in response wus 
revealed. If-thls were the case, then 
the laws of probability Indicated that 
if ‘very large populations were 
ntudled occasional individuals would 
show very wide deviations from the 
mean response, These exceptional 
{ndividuats were undoubtedly A 
muisanee from the clinical standpoint, 
but their existence had to be re- 
cognized. .

nothing had happened to modify the 
orthodox belicf that the prevention 
of epldemic enteric was essentially a 
matter of protecting drinking-water 
and food, especially milk, from specl- 
fie infection. : : 


Summing-up, the speaker sald that, 
first, enterle fever should whenever 
possible be treated in hospital. 
Secondly, every outbreak should be 
fully studied by on expert bacterio- 
logist. Investigation of the channels 
of spread should be checked by re~ 
peated cxaminations of sewage, water, 
and milk, If it were done regularly 
our control over enterle fever sould 
be materially increased.

the Tramp Shipping Administrative 
Committee (to whom tho task was 
entrusted by the Chamber of Ship- 

ing) have for some time been work- 
ng on no. scheme for cooperation. 
devised and controlled by the Industry 
Itself containing o sanction to secure 
ty uniform and elfectlve operation. 
The maln objcet of this secheme would 
be to continue and develop the co- 
operation administered during the 
subsidy period by the Tramp Shipping 
Administratlve Committee and its 
Sub-Committees, including the ob- 
servance of minimum freight rates 
and conditions, standard forms of 
charter and Natlonal- Maritime Board

The acute shortage of scamen, 
particularly engineers, whlch Is bein; 
felt in England, in Hongkong an 
the Far East, and in almost all parts 
of the world, has reached a critical 
stage in” Australia where, ~necording 
to a report by the seerctary of the 
Merchant Service Guild, Captain Ww. 
G. Lawrence, “probably the supply 
of men has never been so low as it 
is nt present.” ‘ 

In Hongkong, shipping companies 
are having increasing diMculty in 
filling their vessels with certificated 
British officers, and while consider- 
able number of officers (last year 
about 30) leave here for positions in 
England, it is becom!ng increasingly 
difficult to find young men willing to 
leave the Home country to work in 
the Far East. Positions with reason~ 
ably good pay are plentifu] in Eng- 
land, and the slightly more attractive 
points to a position in Hongkong do 
not compensate for ving abroad. 

Also, the number of men entering 
the profession are decreasing. Ship~ 
ping companics, both in England and 
Australia, have been employing large 
numbers of older men who a few 
years ago would have stood no chance 
against the many younger men with 
good . qualifications. Naval cxpan- 
sion-is given as one reason for the 
shortage, but the main reason fs that 
the “rolling main’ no Jonger holds 
the lure for adventurous youth which 
it did years ago—nowadays the air 
holds the imagination and the man.

BUSINESS AFFECTED 


It is not implicd that there is 
anything improper or undesirable 
in oMcers on retirement accepting 
business uppointments. But It fg 
stated the Government realise there 
nre types of cases which might Iend 
themselves to misunderstanding, and 
they require assent to the acceptance 
of appointments within these types. 


These would Include businesses and 
other bodies which are in contractual 
relationship with the Government; in 
receipt of subsidies or their equivalent 
from the Government; in which the 
Government Is a shareholder; which 
are-In receipt from the Government 
of loans, gunrantees or other forms of 
capital assistance; and with which 
branches of Government are’ ag a 
matter of course in a special retntlon~ 
ship; and seml-public organisations 
brought -into belay bythe Govern- 
ment or by Parliament, 


In such-cases all officers of the rank 
ot Assistant Under-Secretary of State 
(or Principal Assistant Secretary or, 
in missions abroad, Ministers), Rear- 
Admiral, Major-General, Air Vice- 
Marshal—and above—will be requir- 
ed to obtain the assent of the Govern- 
ment before accepting an offer of 
employment. 


After the lapse of two years from 
the date of retirement assent will no 
longer be necessary. 


These principles are to apply in the 
ease of officers who in exceptlonal 
circumstances mny wish to resign 
from the Services to take up outside 
occupations.

This was the 
point in which we were so lucky 
when we devalued in 1931—the 
tendency of world prices was 
then downward, and so our 
internal price-level .moved only 
to a slight extent and those who 
bought from us got the full ad- 
vantage of receiving more 
pounds for their money. 


Rising Prices 


S we all know, prices have 
been moving up since the 
autumn of last. year, and 
especially in France, owing to 
well-meant measures by which 
the Government there has been 
trying to raise the standard of 
life of the working population. 


When prices rise in a country 
by ag much as the currency is 
devalued in exchange with the 
moneys of other nations, de- 
valuation, instead of being a 
stimulus to trade and business, 
becomes a source of uncertainty 
and mistrust, because it makes 
people think that it may have 
to be done again; and so they 
send money abroad, as French- 
men have been doing so per- 
sistently, and since there is little 
demand for francs on the -part 


of foreigners, there is a drain on

Promoter Jacobs confirmed the 
telephone apreement with the fol- 
lowing cable to Broudribb: “Your 
champ.onship fight with Joe Louis 
accepicd on basis of 20 per cent. 
option and guarantee I offered, 
Strickland okay on card. Fight In 
September, Regard our agreement 
closed, Mike Jacobs. ‘ 

The “Strickland” referred to in 
the cable is Maurice Strickland, 
New Zealand heavyweight, who will 
fight in one of the preliminaries. 
While the negotiations were being 
closed, Promoter Jacobs had a con- 
ference. with Former Champlon 
James J, Braddock and his. manager, 
Joe Gould. The presence of Brad- 
dock ond Gould tn Jacobs’ office at 
this time led many observers to be- 
lieve that the Louls-Farr agreement 
to mect Braddock—instcad of Louls 
—thus virtually forcing Schmeling 
to meet Louls in Chicago in Septem- 
ber ns Promoter Jacobs desires. 
Jacobs explained that he closed 
with Farr because Schmeling hud 
refused to accept or reject his offer 
for a September title bout with the 
Brown Bomber.

Winyard, In evidence, sald he had 
altempted two courses, In enftinecr- 
ing, one for the Insthtute of British 
Engineers ard the other, an Austra- 
lian course, for the Institute of 
Mechanical Engineers, The first 
was started in March, 1994 and he 
was sent varlous text-books, = Mr. 
Lumbert had suggested the courses, 
and while he was waiting for his 
own books; Mr, Lambert had offer- 
ed the lonn of some of his, From 
then onwards he + used to borrow 
books from Mr. Lambert, 


Just before Mr. Lambert retired 
on July .25, 1935, Winyard said he 
told him that some books were still 
In his possession, » but Mr. Lambert 
told him not to mind os they were 
old books, Nevertheless, the books 
were taken back to Mr. Lambert 
two weeks before he left and Mr. 
Lambert sald that he could have 
them. Winyard sald he thought they 
were Mr. Lambert's own books as 
he had taken them from hls own 
book-case and had handed them over 
personally, 


When Mr..Smith was in the hos- 
pital Winyard sald he visited him 
three times. Once Mr, Smith asked 
him if he had rend any books on 
locomotives, Upon being: told that 
they were difficult. to ncquire ‘in 
Hongkong Mr. Smith offered to lend 
him some of his books, 

Winyard then picked out the books 
belonging to Mr. Lambert. 


Knew of No Reward 


Winyard went on to say that he 
had not Itnown of a reward being 
offered for the return of the books. 
He saw the English notices in the 
workshop but had not seen ony 


about the books. ‘Ife could not read 
Chinese. He then produced notes 
mude from the books hé had bor- 
rowed for thut purpose. He ex- 
nlained how the two books belon. 
Ing to Prof. Middleton Smith had 
been left In his possession by four 
University students while they were 
studying in the workshop during 
their vacation, 


Letters were produced 
that yome-of the books had been 
rent to Winyafd by the ‘Techni- 
cologleal College of Grent Britain, 
Referring to anotler book, he pro- 
duced a bill substantloting his evl- 
dence that he had bought It from 
America. Three of the remaining 
books were bought In Paddy’s mar- 
ket. Their covers’ were old and de- 
fendant had had them bound by the 
Standard Press. 


“Aero Engines’ was lent to him 
by Mr, A. Urquhart in 1933, sald 
Winyard, together with other books 
on avintion, “Steam and Other En- 
nines", was bought from the Com- 
mercinl Press, 


Mr. d'Almada then said that the 
Commercial. Press had written state 
ing they had that book on sale dur- 
ingg 1033, Uhelr vouchers however, 
were destroyed. Mr. Smith, junior, 
had) been unable to fdentify that 
bool as his own.

Army Service 
Changes 


Soldiers To Qualify 
For Pensions 


: London; Aug. 10. 

The Seeretary for War, Mr. Hore 
Belisha, in- a broadcast talk this 
evening said . the Government had 
decided first to allow serving soldicrs, 
who, having enlisted, as is the pre- 
sent general practice, for seven 
years with the colours and flve years 
on the reserve, are about to com- 
plete their colour service, to extend 
it, und, secondly, to allow reservists 
of certain. classes to rejoin the 
colours, 

Both serving soldiers and reservists 

who rejoln will, on completion of 
12. years’ service, be cligible to 
re-engage to complete 21 years’ ser- 
vice so as to qualify for pension, 
. Explaining the experiment, which 
is for a limited period, so that the 
response may show how far the 
alteration of terms of Army service 
on these lines meets the desire of 
those who take to the soldier's pro- 
fession, Mr. Hore Belisha said he 
was told that one of the chicf 
anxictics of the servicing soldier had 
been his inability to conUnue in a 
profession which he had mastered 
and liked. Under the new offer, his 
mind would be sect at rest. He would 
know that the State would use his 
services normally. till he had com- 
pleted 21 yeurs’ total service, gencral- 
ly at about 40 years of age. 

Under the present system, a 
soldier is bound to leave the colours 
after a limited period and, although 
® good soldier, he often -cannot find 
another job. The proposal was to 
ive-him a job in his own profession, 
with a pension attached to it, and it 
would be a consolation to him to 
know thnt at the time of his dis- 
charge he would, while still in the 
prime of his. life, have something 
coming in. In fact the offer met the 
frequent. assertion that a soldier 
ought fo get more for his service, for, 
under the new scheme, the pension 
was Jn effect added to his pay. That 
would give greater confidence not 
only to the soldier himself. but also 
to his. family,—British Wireless,
